Th©  death  rate,  at  15 ©3  per  thousand  population  remained 
about  th©  sam®!  diseases  of  th®  heart  and  clros&ation  aceomto* 
for  some  3'W°  of  deaths  whilst  cancer  of  all  types  accounted  for 
18$  and  diseases  ©f  the  lungs  and  respiratory  system  for  12$ 
of  th®  deaths© 

fhtr®  was  a  drasmil©  reduction  in  the-  number  of  measles 
cases,  three  only  being  notified  throughout  th®  year©  In  1968 
this  was  by  far  the  most  frequently  notified  inf  estioss  disease 
md  this  encouraging  pietmr®  will  depend  entirely  m  th®

Efforts  continued  to  try  to  improve  care  and  general 
facilities  for  groups  meriting  special  consideration*  In  the  ©as© 
of  the  young  child*  regulations  introduced  at  the  end  of  19&8  set 
«  standards  which  must  be  observed  by  child  minders  and  day  nurseries 
in  providing  a  stimulating  environment  for  the  children  in  addition 
to  simply  Mcaring°  for  them*  At  the  other  end  of  the  age  span* 
supervision  of  the  elderly  in  their  homes  by  means  of  the  warden 
schemes*  provides  an  essential  and  most  acceptable  platform  from 
which  community  services  may  ©ombia®  to  provid®  support  for  the 
senior  ©itisen®  At  the  ©ad  of  the  year  there  were  three  Council 
schemes  covering  ©Id  people®  s  dwellings  and  one  street  or 
visiting  ssh^mso 

The  meals  on  wheel g  servis®  continued  to  b@  operated  by 
the  fodmordea  Utisdy  Sick  Fund  «ad  forty  people  received  warm  meal® 
two  days  a  week*  whilst  the  chiropody  strife#  provided  treatment 
during  the  yeas.-  to  ^10  patient®  who  received  28^4  at 

the  clinic |  and  a  further  23©  patients  who  were  unable  t©  attend 
the  clinic  were  given  1031  treatments  at  horn®* 

The  section  ©f  the  report  dealing  with  the  words  ©f  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  -his  staff  gives  details  ©f  the  work 
carried  out  to  ensure  that  satisfactory  standards  with  regard  t© 
water  guppies*  milk  purity*  food  hygiene  etc®*  were  maintained® 

regarding  the  state  of  impurity  ©f  priv&it  vates* 
supplier*  particularly  with  regard  to  lead  content*  has  h®m 
expressed  previously  and  it  is  unfortunate  that  the  amber  ®f 
samples  with  an  unsatisfactory  lead  contest  remains  at  a  high 
level*  although  the  jramber  of  samples  taken  for  lead,  estimation 
in  1969  was  nearly  double  that  of  X9&8®  It  must  be  stressed  that 
the  limits  of  safety  levels  ©f  lead  content  a r®  clearly  defined 
by  ih®  Ministry  and  sine®  the  effects  ©f  chronic  lead  poisoning 
are  notoriously  insidious  in  many  cases*  the  importance  of 
ensuring  that  every'  possible  remedy  receives  serious  consideration 
is  quite  apparent  when  a  private  water  supply  doe®  not  come  up  t@ 
standard® 

Brucella  Abortus  organisms  were  detected  24  times  in  217 
culture  tests  of  raw  milk  supplies  carried  out  in  the  course  of 
routine  sampling®  It  is  pleasing  to  note  the  co-operation 
generally  received  from  farmers  in  singling  out  the  affected 
cows*  The  incidence  of  Brucellosis  in  human  beings  has  not  been 
clearly  established  but  it  is  a  condition  capable  ©f  causing  an 
appreciable  degree  of  ill  health®  Government  proposals  to 
consider  the  introduction  of  aa  eradication  scheme  are  therefore 
to  b®  welcomed® 
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R@~houslag  commitments  from  existing  confirmed  ©le&raas© 
areas  resulted  in  the  <§l©ars«a0%  prograsrae  for  X^$9  Ming  deferred. 
Eighty  four  houses  in  clearance  areas  wer®  demolished  during  the 
year  and  25  in  the  proposed  clearance  programs®  were  demolished  by 
informal  action.  However,  the  Council  is  continuing  to  encourage 
an  improvements  policy  to  make  the  maximum  us®  of  older  property 
of  otherwise  sound  construction  and  capable  of  being  brought  up 
t©  standard.  Ninety  seven  applications  were  approved  tnd  the 
improvement  of  94  dwellings  completed  during  the  year. 

Finally t  may  I  express  on  behalf  ©f  the  department 
gratitude  for  the  understanding  and  courtesy  of  the  members  of 
the  Council  and  to  thank  Mr,  Baxter,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  for  his  kind  assistance  and  co-operation  at  all  times.

WATER  SUPPLIES 

Oalderdale  Water-  Board  Supply 

The  number  of  dwellings  euaplied  by  the  Calderdale  Water 
Board  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  :§8532o 

The  water  is  from  upland  surfaces  and  is  n&t irally  soft  an- . 
of  an  acid  character.  The  water  is  treated  by  sIaw  sand 
filtration  through  sand  and  limestone  dust.  A  chlorinator  is 
installed  at  the  waterworks. 

A  oulk  supply  is  obtained  from  Rochdale  Corporation  and  in 
addition  a  further  18  dwellings  in  the  Warland  area  are  also 
served  by  this  supply. 

Samples  of  the  water  after  treatment  were  taken  during  the 
year  with  the  following  results := 

Bacteriological  -  2  satisfactory  111  -  unsatisfactory 
Plumbo-solveney  -  2  satisfactory  NIL  -  unsatisfactory 
Chemical  -  NIL  satisfactory  NIL  -  unsatisfactory 

Private  Supplies 


There  are  233  separate  supplies  in  the  Borough  serving 
1,123  houses.  The  supplies  art  derived  mainly  fro®  springs, 
the  water  being  generally  conveyed  to  storage  chambers  from  which 
it  is  piped  to  the  house. 

Samples  were  taken  during  the  year  with  the  following 
results:- 

Bacteriological  -  27  satisfactory  12  unsatisfactory 

Plmnbo -solvency  -  €2  satisfactory  52  unsatisfactory 

All  the  unsatisfactory  bacteriological  samples  were 
obtained  from  small  supplies,  the  main  causes  of  pollution  being 
due  to  defective  pipe  lines  between  sources  of  supply  and 
storage  tanks,  or  to  the  cleansing  of  the  storage  tanks  having 
been  neglected  and  invariably  when  these  defects  had.  been 
remedied  satisfactory  samples  war®  obtained. 

Unsatisfactory  plumbo -solvency  samples  were  obtained  from 
12  small  supplies  and  1  of  the  larger  supplies,  Th©  highest  . 
concentration  of  lead  found  in  the  samples  which  was  from  a 
small  supply  was  208  parts  per  million  after  standing  in  the 
pipes  overnight  and  1.2  parts  per  million  after  standing  in  the 
pipes  for  \  hour. 
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In  two  supplies  lead  was  present  in  samples  taken  from 
the  source. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  water  is  deemed  to  be  unsatisfactory  when  lead  in 
excess  of  0.3  mg.  per  litre  is  found  after  standing  in  the 
pipes  overnight  or  0.1  mg.  per  litre  after  standing  in  the 
pipes  for  £  hour. 

The  majority  of  unsatisfactory  samples  are  obtained  from 
isolated  dwellings  and  it  is  impossible  to  provide  them  with 
a  public  supply.  In  these  cases  the  owners  have  been  requested 
to  replace  all  lead  pipe  with  plastic  pipe  or  to  neutralize 
the  acidity  of  the  water  by  the  addition  of  limestone 
ehippings  to  the  supply. 

Where  an  owner  elects  to  remove  all  lead  pipe  and  to 
replace  with  plastic  pipes  to  give  a  satisfactory  drinking 
water  supply,,  it  is  never-the-less  strongly  recommended 
that  steps  be  taken  to  neutralize  the  acidity  of  the  water 
in  order  to  mitigate  the  corrosive  action  of  the  water  on 
other  metals,  particularly  copper  which  is  used  extensively 
in  hot  water  systems. 

Every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  obtain  samples  from 
all  the  private  supplies  in  the  Borough,  but  in  view  of  the 
large  number  this  will  take  time.  Where  however  applications 
are  received  for  Housing  Improvement  Grants  samples  are 
obtained  without  delay  and  if  unsatisfactory  are  followed 
through  until  satisfactory  reports  are  obtained  so  as  to 
enable  the  grant  to  be  certified  for  payment. 

Swimming  Baths 

There  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in,  the  Borough,  The 
swimming  bath  situated  at  Shade  School,  Rochdale  Road, 
Todmorden,  is  for  the  exclusive  use  of  school  children, 
Technical  School  Students  and  members  of  Todmorden  Swimming 
Club. 

The  source  of  water  used  for  filling- the  bath  is  from 
the  Calderdale  Water  Board  Public  Supply*  Frequent 
emptying  and  filling  of  the  bath  is  unnecessary  as  the 
water  is  continually  filtered,  aerated  and  chlorinated. 

Examination  for  the  free  chlorine  content  of  the  water 
are  carried  out  by  the  bath  attendant  and  samples  of  the 
water  are  taken  periodically  for  bacteriological  examination,  \ 
by  the  staff  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council  Public  Health  1 
Department.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 


The  collection  of  house  refuse  by  the  paper  sack  scheme  to 
houses  on  the  Ashenhurst  estate  continued  to  operate  satisfactorily 
but  the  proposed  extension  of  the  scheme  to  cover  all  the  Council 
owned  dwellings  on  the  estate  was  agajn  deferred.  The  Council  agreed 
however  that  householders  could  purchase  sack  holders  and  paper  sacks 
in  lieu  of  dustbins  should  they  so  desire  and  also  that  all  new  Council 
and  private  houses  should  be  provided  with  sack  holders  and  paper 
sacks  on  completion. 

The  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  a  Dennis  18/25 
cubic  yard  Paxit  III  Continuous  Loading  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  and 
a  Karrier  Bantam  Dual  Tip  Junior  Refuse  Collection  Vehicle  with 
Double  cab.  Both  vehicles  are  used  full  time  on  the  work  providing 
a  weekly  collection  in  the  Borough  except  for  certain  outlying 
districts  where  a  fortnightly  collection  is  made. 


The  Dennis  7  cubic  yard  Refuse  Vehicle  (Side  Loader)  is  used 
as  a  standby  vehicle  for  the  collection  refuse  from  the  market,  for 
the  collection  of  large  items  of  household  refuse  (free  of  charge) 
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which  cannot  be  collected  during  the  weekly  routine  collection 
and  for  clearing  up  refuse  which  has  been  deposited  at  various 
points  on  the  moorlands  etc. 

The  collection  of  night  soil  is  carried  out  by  the  Corporation 
gulley  emptying  machine  which  has  been  adapted  for  the  purpose, 
the  contents  of  the  tank  being  discharged  down  a  manhole  situated 
on  the  main  sewer  some  distance  from  the  sewage  works . 

ill  the  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Woodhonse  Tip  by  "Controlled 
Tipping9®  and  is  carried  out  by  the  driver  of  a  J.C.B.  30S  Loading 
Shovel.  A  Johnson  K' Twin/6  5  M  Model  3®  Dumper  with  standard  skip 
is  used 'to  transport  material  for  Governing  over  the  deposited 
layers  of  refuse.  The  allotment  site*  also  situated  at  Wocdhouse * 
is  used  for  the  tipping  of  hardcore*  building  materials  and  spoil. 

No  charges  are  made  for  tipping  "other  refuse"  on  the  tip. 

The  estimated  wight  of  refuse  collected  during  the  year 
was  5*180  tons  and  it  is  estimated  that  in  addition  to  this  some 
17*930  tons  of  trade  and  builders  refuse  was  also  deposited  on 
the  tips  at  Woodhouse. 


Salvage  recovery  also  takes  place  at  Woodhouse  and  comprises 
the  collection,  and  where  necessary  *  the  sorting  from  refuse  of 
various  materials  such  as  waste  paper*  scrap  metals*  textiles  etc. 

Almost  all  the  waste  paper  is  collected  separately  during 
the  collection  of  household  refuse*  in  addition  to  which  there  is 
a  special  collection  from  factories  and  business  premises. 


Income  from  the  sale  of  salvaged  materials  was  £2*884  19s.  Qd. 
compared  with  £2*134  11s.  0d.  for  the  previous  year.

The  demand  for  our  output  of  baled  mixed  waste  paper 
remained  steady  throughout  the  year  and  there  was  an  increase 
in  price  of  15/“  P@r  ton  as  arid  from  the  1st  May  on  sales  to 
merchant. 
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The  price  of  textiles  remained  steady,  there  was  a  slight 
increase  on  ferrous  metals  and  copper  and  a  slight  decrease  on 
alloy  and  brass .  Better  prices  were  obtained  where  the  non-ferrous 
metals  had  been  stripped  and  kept  separate. 

The  sorting  and  baling  of  waste  paper  is  carried  out  by  one 
employee,  operating  an  electrically  powered  baling  press. 

^he  payment  by  the  Council  of  incentive  bonus  for  the 
employees  of  the  Cleansing  Department  was  continued  during  the 
year  and  was  in  accordance  with  the  new  scheme  which  was  approved 
by  the  National  Joint  Council  on  the  1st  January. 

Under  this  scheme  10$  is  given  to  the  men  on  all  income 
up  to  £2100  per  annum  and  all  income  in  excess  of  this  figure 
is  divided  equally  between  the  Council,  and  the  men,  provided 
that  the  expenditure  is  not  increased  by  overtime  and  extra 
staff.

331bs .  of  lamb,  10  lbs.  bacon  and  10  Ihs.  pork,  8  cans  of  Irish 
stew,  10  cans  of  milk  or  cream,  10  cans  of  fruit  juice,  6  cans 
of  pudding,  1  can  of  pie  filling,  18  gallons  of  ice-cream, 

3,144  packets  of  ice-cream/lollies ,  30  packets  of  pastry  and  1 
can  of  soup. 

In  addition  to  the  above  some  pieces  of  raw  and  cooked 
meat,  a  piece  of  cooked  liver  and  a  portion  of  cooked  poultry 
were  formally  seized  on  the  27th  August  and  taken  before  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  to  be  condemned.  The  Justice  of  the  Peace 
ordered  the  food  to  be  destroyed  in  accordance  with  Section  9 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1935  and  the  matter  was  reported  to 
the  Council  who  agreed  that  legal  proceedings  should  be  taken 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regula¬ 
tions  i960. 

Ice-Cream  and  Preserved  Food 

There  is  one  manufacturer  of  ice-cream  in  the  Borough,  Ice¬ 
cream  supplied  by  makers  outside  the  Borough  is  sold  at 
approximately  J6  shops  and  the  majority  of  this  is  sold  wrapped. 

Eighteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
sausages,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food. 

A  certain  quantity  of  ice-cream  is  sold  from  mobile  vans 
which  tour  the  Borough  and  these  are  registered  under  the 
West  Riding  (General  Powers)  Act,  1951. 

Food  Premises 


Ninety  inspections  were  made  of  premises  where  food  is 
prepared  or  sold  including  shops,  bakehouses,  ice-cream  manufact¬ 
urers,  tripe  dressers  and  the  Corporation  market. 

In  70  cases  the  premises  were  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
condition  and  cleanly  state.  Informal  notices  were  served  in  the 
case  of  20  premises  requiring  work  to  be  carried  out  to  bring

Smoke 
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A  Smoke  and  Sulphur  Dioxide  Volumetric  Apparatus  is 
installed  at  the  Medical  Centre,  and  daily  readings  therefrom  have 
been  taken  throughout  the  year.  The  machine  records  the  amount  of 
soot  or  suspended  matter  in  the  atmosphere  and  also  the 
concentration  of  sulphur  dioxide.  Weather  details  such  as  the 
strength  and  direction  of  the  wind,  cloud  coverage,  general 
weather  conditions  and  temperatures  are  noted  at  the  same  time. 

At  the  end  of  each  month  records  of  the  readings  obtained 
from  the  instrument  are  sent  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and. 
Industrial  research  who  have  undertaken  a  National  Survey  on  Air 
Pollution,  and  these  records,  togther  with  those  from  other 
authorities  are  circulated  to  participating  authorities  each 
month.

Analysis  of  the  results  taken  since  the  apparatus  was 
installed  in  1961  shows  that  the  overall  level  of  pollution  is 
gradually  decreasing.  The  yearly  average  and  percentage  increase 
or  decreases  are  set  out  in  the  table  below.  The  figures  in 
column  one  and  two  give  the  yearly  averages  of  Smoke  and  Sulphur 
Dioxide  whilst  the  figures  in  columns  three  and  four  give 
the  percentage  increase  or  decrease  over  the  previous  year.

across  the  Rochdale  Canal  to  a  point  ten  yards  west  of  the  south¬ 
westerly  corner  of  Bar  Street;  thence  in  a  north-westerly  direction 
along  the  northerly  boundary  of  the  towpath  of  the  Rochdale  Canal 
to  the  south-westerly  corner  of  Hope  Street  Mill;  thence  in  a 
northerly  direction  along  the  westerly  boundary  of  Hope  Street  Mill 
and  across  Halifax  Road  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

In  view  of  the  replies  which  were  received  from  the  fuel 
producers  and  -suppliers ,  regarding  fuel  supplies  for  the  (No ,7)  Smoke 
Control  Order  it  was  assumed  that  adequate  supplies  of  all  types  of 
open  grate  fuel  would  be  available  and  that  householders  would , 
as  a  consequence ,  have  the  option  of  installing  or  adapting 
any  of  the  following  appliances;- 

(a)  adapting  an  improved  open  grate  to  burn  solid  smokeless 
fuel, 

(b)  replacing  a  coal  burning  grate  by  an  improved  open  grate, 

(c)  replacing  a  coal  burning  grate  by  an  under  floor  draught 
open  fire,  fan  assisted  fire,  electric  storage  heater, 
or  solid  fuel,  gas,  electric  or  oil  room  heater, 

(a)  replacing  an  improved  open  grate  with  any  of  the  appliances 
listed  in  (c)  above. 

In  view  of  the  wide  variation  in  the  cost  of  installing  the 
different  types  of  appliances,  it  was  not  possible  to  estimate 
precisely  the  total  costs  that  could  be  involved  0  With  this  in 
mind  therefore  and  in  order  to  arrive  as  closely  as  possible  to 
the  total  estimated  costs  without  undue  delay,  a  postal  survey 
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was  carried  out,  and  questionnaires  were  sent  to  all  householders 
requesting  information  as  to  the  type  of  existing  appliances, 
the  fuel  used,  t)|fi  provision  of  immersion  heaters,  back  boilers 
and  gas  supply,  and  the  type  of  appliance  which  would  be 
preferred  as  a  replacement. 

Of  the  446  questionnaires  sent  to  private  householders, 
412  were  returned  in  the  time  specified  and  from  an  analysis 
of  these,  which  represented  a  32%  sample,  the  total  number  of 
appliances  and  costs  for  the  whole  area  were  calculated.
